Nominations for Champion of H.O.P.E. Awards

contact information, and a brief background. The nomination should also provide specific
examples of the nominee's work in violence prevention and peacebuilding, as well as how
their work has made a significant impact in their community or the lives of others.

Additional supporting materials such as news articles, videos, or testimonials illustrating
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the nominee's impact are also welcome.

Nominations can be submitted by anyone, including community members,
colleagues, or friends of the nominee, and self-nominations are accepted. The deadline
for submission is 5:30 p.m., on Wednesday, May 31, 2023. Award winners will be
announced and recognized on June 14, 2023, during the Office of Violence Prevention
Symposium.
